Their attorneys at once moved 
for a new trial and indicated the 
case would be carried, if necessary, 
to the United States Supreme 
Court. Hearing On the new trial 
motion was set by Judge George A. 
Carpenter for Feb. 4. Sentence 
Was reserved pending disposal of 
the motion. 

The maximum penalty is two 
years’ imprisonment and a $10,000 
fine or either. 

The first nine ballots stood 9 to 
8 for conviction; the next two stood 
10 to 2, and the end of 10 weeks’ 
of testimony and argument came 
on the twelfth. 

Principal Overt Act Charged. 

The principal overt act charged 
by the prosecution to have been 
committed in this district was the 
alleged payment of $5000 cash to 
Forbes by Elias H. Mortimer, chief 
prosecuting witness, in the Drake 
Hotel here June 20, 1922.

“Other conditions surrounding 
the place of the accident, such as 
obstructions, the kind of street 
lighting, etc., frequently remain 
either questionable or undeter- 
mined. The average observers, 
whether civilians or policemen, 
frequently are too greatly exercised 
by the accident to make such ob- 
servations as will enable a jury to 
properly visualize the place of the 
accident. 

“We are informed the Coroner's 
office encounters the same diffi- 
culty. This matter is of particu- 
lar importance at this time, when 
automobile accidents are increasing 
at an alarming rate.” 

In the matter or remedy, the 
jury recommended that “the mat- 
ter be brought to the attention of z 
our PoliceeBoard and Chief, with 
ths recom®iendation that a special 
police squad be formed to investi- 
gate automobile accidents in which 
serious injuries result.’’ Prefer- 
ably, the present homicide squad 
could be assigned to this work, the 
report added.

The rate increases were tacked 
on after a superficial investigation 
by a Senate committee and the 
makesnift measure was rushed 
through in an effort to give the 
postal employes a concededly mer- 
ited increase while meeting the ob- 
the 
original measure. 

After fighting in vain for the 
removal of the rate increase sec- 
tions, Democrats generally sup- 
ported the bill on final passage be- 
cause of their commitments to the 
postal employes.

ENVOY’S SPEECH 
DEEMED SIGNIFICANT 


Thrice He Referred in 
Veiled Manner to Finah- 
cial Problem Between 


the Two Nations.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 31.—Presi- 
dent Coolidge told Emile Daeach- 
ner, French Ambassador, at their 
first meeting that America has dis- 
charged her debt of gratitude to 
France and added significantly that 
“both governments should expe- 
rience deep satisfaction in their 
solicitude that material debts shal! 
also be discharged.”’ 

Washington is a unit in thinking 
the President’s words mean that 
France should and must pay, in 
opposition to the ideas of some 
that the question might be side- 
tracked. 

Mr. Coolidge’s statement came 
unhesitatingly as a response to 
the Ambassador's remark yesterday 
that the co-operation of France and 
the United States in war should be 
extended to the payment of their 
“material debts.” The co-opera- 


tion, he said, could be continued 
usefully in the study of problems large for loans during the war 


on which, together with the main- 
tenance of peace, the “restoration 
of the world’s financial balance de- 
pends.” 

M. Daeschner made three veiled 
references to the war debts in his 
greeting to the President. It is 
unusual for diplomats on _ their 
first formal visit to the head of a 
State to say anything beyond the 
compliments of the occasion. 
Daeschner’s departure from prece- 
dent stirred hopes that this time 
there is really something doing. 

“Paying Material Debts.” 

The first reference is taken as an 
assurance that France will pay 
the debt, as the Ambassador, in dis- 
cussing yesterday how history re- 
peats itself in the mutual exten- 
sion of aid between America and 
France at critical moments, con- 
cluded: ‘Thus paying to each oth- 
er their debt of gratitude just as 
they are firmly’ solicitous, how- 
ever the case arises, of paying their 
materia] debts.’’ 

President Coolidve caught the 
meaning, for in his reply he men- 
tioned that America’s debt of grati- 
tude for France’s assistance in the 
revolution had been discharged by 
the fighting of American soldiers 
side by side with the French in the 
World War. 

“Thus was paid the debt of gra- 
titude,”” he added, “and, as you s0 
rightly observe, both governments 
should experience deep satisfaction 
in their solicitude that material 
debts shall also be discharged.” 

Other References to Debt. 

The second reference that shows 
the new Ambassador expects to get 
together with the United States 
Government on the money side is 
as follows: 

“But the effort which America 
and France put forth in the joint 
defense of the principles of liberty 
and independence, which consti- 
tute the fundamental aspirations 
of great democratic states, can be 
continued usefully in the study of 
problems on whicK, together with 
the maintenance of peace, the 
restoration of the world’s financial 
balance depends.”’ aes 

As France and the United States 
have both insisted the world’s fi- 
nancial balance is involved in the 
settleemnt of the war debts, 
though they have made opposite 
applications of the prinejple, this 
ean only mean that the \Ambas- 
sador has instructions to negoti- 
ate. 

Value of American Co-operation. 

The third suggestion of an ap- 
proach to the debt question was 
embraced in M. Daeschner’s per- 
oration in which he sajd: 

“The auspicious beginning of the 
plan of financial organization, re- 
cently put into operation, show 
how valuable and effective is the 
co-operation of America, which my 
Government hopes to see continue, 
whether in general matters or in 
considerations of question in which 
our two countries are exclusively 
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historic.

Reply of President. 

President Coolidge, in his answer 
to the Ambassador, took occasion 
to say that “such temporary dis- 
agreements as may have arisen de-.

They are merely individual inter- 
pretations of these fundamentals, 
easily to be reconciled and produc- 
tive of increased respect, one for 
the other, if faced with patience 
and tact.” 

Then the President assured the 
new French Ambassador of “our 
willingness in all matters of com- 
mon interest, to co-operate with 
you.” 

A recent dispatch from Paris 
gave what are believed to be the es- 
sentials of the proposal Daeschner 
has in mind. These are supposed 
to be a repetition of the Clementel- 
Jusserand request for a 10-year 
moratorium, during which no in- 
terest would accumulate, but in- 
volving payments, not large, on the 
principal, with interest beginning 
on the expiration of the morato- 
rium period at the rate of 1% per 
cent. 

The modification anticipated is a 
larger rate of interest, so that it 
would be an approach to the terms 
on which Great Britain refunded 
her debt. 

As it has been presented to 
France in a dozen unofficial com- 
munications and conversations that 
Congress considers the British set- 
tlement must the model for all fu- 
ture liquidations of the war debts, 
Daeschner must know that Jus- 
serand’s informal suggestions must 
be raised if there is to be any re- 
sult.

Looking backward over the first quarter of this 
century, Robert L. Duffus in the Century finds much 
progress has been made. Health, education, indus- 
trial conditions, standards of living, popular amuse. 
menj—in ail these fields there has been undoubted | 
improvement. But what about government, the sci-' 
ence of politics, the reform and betterment of our. 
democratic institutions? | 

Isn't it true, as Mr. Duffus says, that “a dynamic | 
history of the period might give a volume or two)

During a period in which science has been perform-| 
ing some of its most brilliant feats and doing fine) 
original thinking, practically no contribution has 
been made to the philosophy of democracy. 

There is one great exception to this statement, and | 
that is the extension of suffrage to women, but that 
idea long antedated the twentieth century: moreover, 
its effect on the elevation of democratic institutions 
is as yet intangible.

“Then if we live on vegetables 
and a health diet, avoiding ail con- 
diments, candies, pastries and 
chemical combinations which might 
make us yellow or pink or even 
florid, would we become beautiful 
and could it be truthfully said that 
our color ie due to our food?’
